PROPOSED NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The State University as a State 
institution is a conspicuous failure. 
It does nothing for any other point 
of the seventy-one thousand square 
miles of Nevada except the mile 
square including the town of Reno. 
Iisinfluence is less than that would 
indicate, for the so-called Univers- 
ity is but a poor substitute for the 
Reno high school. Ia this connec- 
tion we make no reference to its 
Board of Regents or its Faculty; the 
conditions under which the Unl- 
versity exists makes it simply a 
monument of folly. It is not 
strange that thirteen of the four- 
teen counties, and even the four- 
teenth county, demand a change in 
the methods of teaching employed 
there and in the objects to be at- 
tained in its continued and expen- 
sive existence. Those who object 
to a normal school evidently do not 
know what are its aims and objects. 
A normul school is a school in 
which there are employed normal, 
sensible, right methods of teach- 
ing. Theelementary branches, the 
sciences, in fact all the branches of 
study similar to those of a high 
school are taught. There is no 
difference in the branches taught 
in normal schools and other schools, 
yet in the results there is the wid- 
est difference. In the latter te ich- 
ers know how to teach, 
know ma iy ways to teach the 
same thing, know how to convey 
ideas in the simplest way possible, 
and how to teach others to con- 
vey these ideas. Two thousand 
years ago Greece planted the germ 
of free schools. Recommended by 
Martiu Luther three hundred and 
fifty years ago, the king of Saxony 
adopted inthe main what is now 
our free school system, For nearly 
one hundred years since the 
time when teachers from the Ger- 
man States, France, Sweeden and 
England, sat as children at the feet 
of Pestalozzi to learn how to teach 
children, normal teaching such as 
is proposed in our University has 
been a uecessity. Now thereare in 
the United States more thao 250 of 
these normal schools, with over 
50,000 pupil teachersin attendance. 
Prussia alone, at the Govern ment’s 
expense, supports more than oue 
hundred normal schools. Germany, 
France, Eu land,Scotland, Ireland, 
Canada, every civilized nation eu- 
courages normal schools. But Ne- 
vada has no need for & normal 
school; some of her leading news- | 
papers and wise citizens say it isu't | 
right to expend public moneys for | 
such a purpose. We cao stand an 
administration hostile to silv.r, we 
cau eudure pestilence and famine, 
sand-lotters, street hoodiums and | 
anti-Chinese rioters, but may wise 
counsel prevail to deliver our State 
system of education out of the 
hands of anti-normal school advo- 
cates. Of the many good measures 
before the Legislature, the one now 
of chiefest interest to Reno and to 
the patrons of education througu- 
out the whole State, is whetber or 
not Nevada will fall into the line 
of advanced eduvational thought in 
the advocacy and support of trained 
teachers and progressive schools.

Austrian Press Comments.

Revolution in Colorado. 
PaGosa SPRINGS, February 3. 

The seat of Archuleta county is ina 
state ofanarchy. A mob has driven 
the County Commissioners from the 
town, burned several houses of Com- 
missioner Scase, and forced him to 
resign his office at the point of a re- 
volver. 

A ‘special from there says: J. B. 
Marti, J. P. Archuleta and Mr. 
Scase, the Republican County Com- 
missioners, were, on January 3d, 
unseated by the Democratic Sheriff 
named Height. The act was per- 
petrated with a political intent, and 
a mob, which followed the Sheriff,after 
having accomplished the act of intimi- 
dation, burned the house ot Mr. Scase 
at Pagosa Springs. This last act was 
committed last Monday, during the 
absence of Scase in Denver. 

Last November, the above-named 
Cemmissioners were elected by Re- 
publican votes. At the same timea 
Democrat named Height was elected 
Sheriff. There was great feeling at 
the polls, but the preponderating 
Mex'can vote assured Marti, Archu- 
leta and Scase of their triumph over 
the attacks of their antagonists. They 
were Mexicans, and this too added 
strength to the bitterness, The preva- 
lent feeling increased instead of dimin- 
ishing as the time of their induction 
into office approached, and January 3* 
at the County Seat, ihe time for their 
Official appearance, an armed mob of 
17 or 20 determined men led by Sheriff 
Height forced their way into the 
room where the Commissioners were 
seated, and demanded of them that 
they vacate their seats. The Sheriff 
insisted that their resignations be 
mae at once, or else there would be 
bloodshed. The Commissioners, mis- 
taking the temper of the mob refused, 

under the impression that the 
demonstration was nothing more 
than bluster, but the mob insisted 
on their purpose, took forcible posses- 
sion of the commissioners, aod with 
more threats, locked them in the room 
declaring it to be their purpose to 
starve them into subjection. At the 
time of the forcible entry, a member 
of the Martinez party leftthe room 
and escaped from the building. A 
delegation overtook him and forcibly 
dragged bim through the streeis to the 
court house and locked him up with 
his companions, Finally at the expir- 
ation of five or six hours the mob per- 
mitted their prisoners to go, but this 
concession seemed to, be fur a purpose, 
As soon as the thfee commissioners 
separated, the mob, with the sheriff 
still at their head, followed Commis- 
sioner Scase to his home. Scase was 
the proprietor ofthe hotel at Palosa 
Springs, and it was here that he re- 
sided. The mob surrounded the hotel 
and taking Scase again into custody, 
he was dragged forta from the midst 
of his family, and with a gun-barrel 
at bis head, compelled to resign his 
office as Commissioner. His resigna- 
tion was at once forwarded to Gov- 
ernor Adams and instructions sent 
witb it that he appoint at once a Dem- 
ocrat lu the place of Scase. Since that 
time the Board has not met, and a 
condition of things bearing upon an- 
archy, has prevailed. The Commis- 
sioners have not been permitted to set 
foot in the connty since the day they 
were warned,at the peril of their lives, 
not to returu. In fact it was danger- 
ous to remain iu the vicinity, and so 
they started at once to Denver, not 
only for protection, but to lay their 
grievances before their representatives 
in the Legislature and the Governor. 
The Governor is doing all iu his power 
to seeure a peaceful settlement of the 
trouble. The matier was brought be- 
fore the general Assembly yesterday, 
and a Joint Committee was appointed 
to investigate the affair at once.
